gram. If they sponsor gardens the 
crops received can be canned and 
later used by the lodges for relief 
cases. 


Last winter Circleville officials 


had an appropriation of $100 to 
take care of needy cases for three 
months. These months brought the 
most severe weather since 1917- 
1918 and there were many who 
suffered. 


Mayor Graham urged 
persons 


who have lots that could be used 
for gardens to notify him as soon 
as possible, and he will get his pro- 
gram underway. 


He explained plans for his can- 


ning plant were incomplete at the 
present time and would depend 
largely on the results obtained on 
the garden program.
